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NOTE. 

The  '  Instructions '  which  follow,  bearing  upon  the  administration 
of  the  Army  Medical  Corps  in  Canada  are  published  for  the  use  of 
all  Oficefs~of~llie  Armj'  ITedical  Corps  in  the  Dominion,  and  other 
Officers  concerned,  in  order  to  inform  them  of  the  amendments  to 
the  printed  King's  Orders  and  Kegulations  and  Regulations  of  the 
Army  Medical  Service  from  the  beginning  of  the  War  up  to  Slst 
December,  1916,  as  well  as  to  lessen  correspondence  and  inquiries  for 
instructions  and  rulings,  addressed  to  Headquarters  and  to  the 
A.Ds.M.S.  of  the  various  Districts  and  Camps. 

They  have  been  compiled  from  Militia  Orders,  General  Orders  and 
the  file  of  circular  letters  preserved  in  the  Office  of  the  D.G.M.S. 
The  Militia  and  General  Orders,  so  far  as  they  immediately  concern 
the  Army  Medical  Corps  are  complete  with  the  exception  that  Orders 
establishing  individual  units  and  temporary  courses  of  instruction 
have  been  omitted.  The  file  of  circular  letters  for  1914  and  1915 
is  admittedly  not  complete:  that  for  1916  is  less  incomplete.  In  the 
press  of  work  during  the  earlier  months  of  the  War  it  not  infrequently 
happened  that  a  Headquarters'  Letter  was  placed  on  the  file  of  its 
particular  subject,  without  an  additional  copy  being  provided  for  the 
Office  of  the  D.G.M.S.,  or,  if  provided,  placed  on  the  Circular  letter 
file.  W^ith  the  replacement  of  a  trained  by  untrained  personnel,  this 
was  una'S'oidable.  To  remedy  these  deficiencies  the  Central  Registry 
files  have  been  requisitioned  and  hunted  through  whenever  subsequent 
orders  or  correspondence  directed  attention  to  a  headquarters  letter

It  has  been  considered  advisable  for  the  good  of  the  Service  not  to 
delay  publication  of  these  Instructions  until  the  series  has  been  ren- 
dered complete.  Officers  are  requested  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the 
D.G.M.S.  any  circular  letter  that  has  been  omitted,  so  that,  if  need 
be,  a  supplementary  list  may  be  issued  in  the  future.

SERVICES. 

Where  practicable,  steps  are  to  be  taken  to  have  the  teeth  of  all 
officers,  non-commissioned  officers  and  men  of  the  Expeditionary 
Force  examined  and  put  in  proper  condition  to  the  extent  of  all 
extractions  and  amalgam  fillings  before  the  contingent  leaves 
Canada  for  overseas  service,  and  temporary  appointments  should  be 
made  for  this  service  as  occasion  requires. 

To  ensure  that  the  men's  teeth  are  kept  in  proper  condition 
during  the  period  of  the  war,  the  following  details  are  authorized 
for  employment  on  this  service: 

One  officer  in  charge  of  all  dental  surgeons,  to  be  attached  to 
Divisional  headquarters,  and  to  be  under  the  direction  of  the  officer 
commanding  the  division.  This  officer  will  be  designated  as  "Chief 
Dental  Surgeon." 

One  dental  surgeon  for  each  brigade  of  mounted  rifles  and  artil- 
lery (including  divisional  ammunition  column.) 

Two  dental  surgeons  for  each  brigade  of  infantry. 

These  officers  to  be  attached  to  the  Brigade  Headquarters. 

One  dental  surgeon  for  each  field  ambulance,  stationary,  and 
general  hospital,  and 

One  dental  surgeon  for  the  base  hospital  for  medical  stores  to 
take  charge  of  stores  and  equipment. 

One  dental  surgeon  for  units  not  otherwise  provided  for,  to  be 
attached  to  Divisional  Headquarters  and  under  direction  of  Chief 
Dental  Surgeon. 


Each  dental  surgeon  to  be  entitled  to  two  men,  one  to  act  as 
orderly,  and  one  man  as  servant  or  groom.

1.  It  is  requested  that  the  attention  of  all  Recruiting  Officers  be 
drawn  to  the  great  importance  of  having  vaccination  against  small- 
pox carried  out  among  recruits  immediately  after  entering  the 
service. 

2.  When  questions  are  put  before  Attestation,  care  should  be 
taken  that  the  Section  in  M.F.W.  23  referring  to  vaccination  is 
thoroughly  understood.  If  a  recruit  is  unwilling  to  be  vaccinated 
against  smallpox,  he  is  not  to  be  accepted  for  service,  either  with 
the  Canadian  Expeditionary  Eorce,  or  for  Active  Service  in  Canada.

VENEEEAL  DISEASES. 

It  is  most  important  that  every  effort  be  made  to  have  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  various  Units  now  mobilizing  in  each  District  fully 
aware  of  the  dangers  and  complications  attendant  upon  promis- 
cuous intercourse. 

The  following  measures  will  go  far  towards  lessening  the  inci- 
dence of  these  conditions: — 

1.  Close  supervision  of  the  men,  and  placing  districts  and  houses 
out  of  bounds. 

2.  Inspections  for  detection  of  venereal  diseases  at  the  monthly 
medical  inspections. 
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3.  Inspection  without  previous  warning  at  least  once  a  month, 
in  order  to  detect  concealed  cases. 

4.  Lectures  by  the  Medical  Officers  especially  dealing  with  pro- 
phylaxis, and  the  advantage  of  early  treatment  in  this  class  of 
disease.

1.  The  following  is  added  as  Paragraph  954a : — 

The  establishment  of  dry  canteens  for  each  unit  of  the  Canadian 
Expeditionary  Force,  and  also  for  each  unit  of  the  Active  Militia 
during  the  period  of  training  is  authorized. 
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2.  These  canteens  to  be  organized,  administered,  and  carried  on 
under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  the  officer  commanding  the 
unit,  or  a  committee  appointed  by  him.  They  are  to  be  inspected 
daily  by  an  officer  ;  and  once  a  month  by  the  commanding  officer  or 
other  officer  appointed  by  him,  at  which  inspection  the  books,  accounts 
and  vouchers,  and  also  an  audited  cash  statement  are  to  be 
submitted. 

3.  These  canteens  are  to  be  maintained  solely  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  unit  and  are  not,  on  any  account,  to  be  sublet  or 
handed  over  to  any  other  person  or  persons.  They  are  to  be  man- 
aged by  a  member  of  the  unit  and  no  one  else  is  to  be  employed  in 
connection  with  the  canteen  unless  he  is  an  enlisted  soldier  of  such 
unit.  Any  profits  arising  from  these  canteens  are  to  be  applied  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of  the  non-commissioned  officers  and  men  of 
such  unit. 

4.  Garrison,  Regimental  or  Corps  Emulations  governing  such 
canteens,  and  also  the  hours  for  opening  and  closing  of  the  same 
will  be  published  in  regimental  or  corps  orders  for  the  information 
of  all  concerned. 

5.  The  provisions  of  Paras.  9S0-954  inclusive,  K.  E.  &  O.  1910, 
will  apply,  as  far  as  practicable,  to  all  dry  canteens  established  under 
the  authority  of  this  Order.

Articles  591-598,  inclusive.  Pay  and  Allowances  Regulations,  are 
cancelled  and  the  following  substituted  to  take  effect  1st  September, 
1914  :— 

591.  The  following  rates  of  pension  will  be  granted  militiamen 
wounded  or  disabled  on  active  service,  during  drill  or  training,  or 
on  other  military  duty,  provided  the  disability  was  not  due  to  his 
own  fault  or  negligence: —

as  a  result  of  wounds  or  injuries  received  or  illness  contracted  in 
action,  or  in  the  presence  of  the  enemy. 

(c)  The  third  degree  shall  be  applicable  to  those  who  are  ren- 
dered materially  incapacitated  for  earning  a  livelihood,  as  a  result 
of  injuries  received  or  illness  contracted  on  active  service,  during 
drill  or  training,  or  on  other  duty;  or  rendered  in  a  small  degree 
incapacitated  as  a  result  of  wounds  or  injuries  received,  or  illness 
contracted  in  action,  or  in  the  presence  of  the  enemy. 

{d)  The  fourth  degree  shall  be  applicable  to  those  who  are  ren- 
dered in  a  small  degree  incapacitated  for  earning  a  livelihood  as  a 
result  of  injuries  received  or  illness  contracted  on  active  service, 
during  drill  or  training,  or  on  other  duty. 

(e)  Where  the  injury  is  great  enough  to  require  the  constant 
services  of  an  attendant,  such  as  the  loss  of  both  legs  or  both  arms, 
or  the  loss  of  sight  of  both  eyes;  or  where  the  use  of  both  legs  or 
both  arms  has  been  permanently  lost,  the  rates  shown  in  Columns 
First  Degree  and  Second  Degree,  may  be  increased  one  third. 

(/)  In  addition  to  the  above  rates,  a  married  Officer,  Warrant 
Officer,  non-commissioned  Officer,  or  man,  totally  incapacitated  may 
draw  for  his  wife  half  the  rate  provided  in  Article  592  for  the  widow 
and  the  full  rate  for  the  children  of  an  officer,  etc.,  of  his  rank, 
subject  to  the  limitations  respecting  the  age  of  children.  After  the 
death  of  the  officer  the  widow  may  then  draw  the  full  rates  provided 
in  Article  592  for  widows  and  children. 

ig)  The  widowed  mother  of  a  totally  disabled  soldier  may  be 
granted  a  pension  at  half  the  rates  fixed  in  Article  592  for  a  widow, 
provided  the  soldier  is  her  sole  support  and  unmarried.  In  the 
event  of  the  soldier's  decease,  she  may  draw  the  full  rate  referred  to. 

592.  Pensions  may  be  paid  to  the  widows  and  children  of  those 
who  have  been  killed  in  action  or  who  have  died  from  injuries  re- 
ceived, or  illness  contracted  on  active  service,  during  drill  or  training, 
or  on  other  military  duty  at  the  following  rates ;  provided  the  soldier's 
death  was  not  due  to  his  own  fault  or  negligence,  and  was  clearly 
due  to  the  carrying  out  of  his  military  duties: —

596.  Neither  gratuity  nor  pension  shall  be  paid  on  account  of  a 
child  (or  orphan)  over  fifteen  years  of  age,  if  a  boy,  or  over  seventeen 
years  of  age,  if  a  girl,  unless  owing  to  mental  or  physical  infirmity, 
the  child  (or  orphan)  is  incapable  of  earning  a  livelihood,  in 
which  case  the  pension  may  be  continued  till  the  child  (or  orphan) 
is  twenty-one  years  of  age,  but  no  pension  will  be  paid  a  child  (or 
orphan)  after  marriage.

CANADIAN  EXPEDITIONARY  FORCE— MEMBERS 
RETURNING  HOME. 

Procedure : — 

The  Officer  Commanding  Discharge  Depot  will  transmit  to  the 
Adjutant-General,  Ottawa,  a  complete  list  of  all  officers,  warrant  offi- 
cers, non-commissioned  officers,  and  men  of  the  Canadian  Expedition- 
ary Force,  returning  home  to  Canada,  immediately  upon  their  arrival, 
the  list  to  show  regimental  number,  rank,  name  in  full,  and  corps. 

In  order  that  all  cases  may  be  dealt  with  as  expeditiously  as  poss- 
ible, and  the  men  paid  in  full  and  discharged,  or  placed  on  pension, 
the  following  instructions  will  be  observed : — 

If  an  officer  and  medically  fit :  He  will  be  given  transport  and  tra- 
velling expenses  to  his  home,  if  not  already  provided  with  same;  and 
his  Last  Pay  Certificate  together  with  necessary  particulars  will  be 
forwarded  to  the  Divisional  Paymaster. 

If  a  Warrant  Officer,  Non-commissioned  Officer  or  Man  and  medi- 
cally fit:  He  will  be  discharged  and  provided  with  transport  and 
subsistence  expenses  to  his  home,  and  allowed  pay  up  to  the  date  on 
which  he  should  arrive  there.  Last  Pay  Certificate  is  to  be  forwarded 
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to  the  Divisional  Paymaster,  as  soon  as  dealt  with  by  the  Discharge 
Depot  Officer,  together  with  a  list  of  those  discharged  showing  date 
up  to  which  paid,  amount  of  pay  issued,  and  amount  of  subsistence 
allowance. 

The  Divisional  Paymaster,  will  forward  all  such  Last  Pay  Cer- 
tificates with  the  necessary  returns  to  Ottawa  Weekly. 

Medically  unfit:  A  Medical  Board  will  examine  all  Officers, 
Warrant  Officers,  Non-commissioned  Officers,  and  men,  invalided  to 
Canada  on  disembarkation. 

Any  such  found  unable  to  travel  will  be  sent  into  hospital.  If  their 
disability  is  found  to  be  permanent,  they  are  to  be  so  reported,  with 
full  particulars,  in  order  that  they  may  be  placed  on  pension  forthwith. 
If,  however,  the  disability  is  not  permanent,  they  will  continue  to 
draw  the  pay  of  their  rank,  through  the  Divisional  Paymaster,  and 
when  discharged  from  the  hospital  will  be  paid  up  to  the  date  the 
Board  judges  they  will  be  fit  to  return  to  their  civil  occupations. 

Those  arriving  in  Canada  only  slightly  incapacitated,  and  able 
to  continue  the  journey  to  their  homes,  will  be  discharged  and  paid 
to  the  date  up  to  which  the  Board  judge  the  disability  will  last 
provided  they  do  laot  think  it  will  last  three  months.  If  they  judge 
the  disability  to  last  three  months  or  over,  three  months'  pay  and 
allowances  will  be  issued  the  man,  and  he  will  be  sent  to  his  home  and 
the  case  reported  as  one  for  pension,  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  Pension 
Board,  Ottawa. 

When  Army  Form  B.  179,  accompanies  the  invalid,  it  will  be  com- 
pleted by  the  Medical  Board.  In  its  absence.  Militia  Form  B.  22Y, 
will  be  used. 

Pay  of  rank  at  war  rates,  and  subsistence  at  $1.50  a  day  for  offi- 
cers, and  75  cents  a  day  for  other  ranks,  will  be  allowed  when  com- 
puting the  amount  due,  and  the  invalid  sent  to  his  home.  While  in 
hospital,  pay  of  rank  only  will  be  granted.

2.  The  O.  C.  the  Division  in  which  the  Discharge  Depot  is  located 
will  notify  the  O.  C.  the  Division  to  which  a  returned  tuberculous 
invalid  is  to  be  sent,  at  least  one  day  before  the  invalid  leaves  the 
Discharge  Depot,  in  order  that  the  A.  D.  M.  S.  concerned  may  arrange 
in  advance  for  the  admission  of  the  invalid  into  a  sanatorium. 

3.  The  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  sanatorium  will  supply  to 
the  A.  D.  M.  S.  a  monthly  report  upon  each  soldier  admitted  Such 
report  will  state  (1)  the  physical  condition  of  the  case,  (2)  the 
advisability  of  further  treatment  in  the  sanatorium,  and  (3)  the  ex- 
tent to  which  the  earning  power  in  the  general  labor  market  is  impair- 
ed. The  A.  D.  M.  S.  will  add  to  such  report  his  recommendation  in 
each  case  (and  forward  the  same  without  delay  to  Headquarters,  Ot- 


4.  A  final  report  is  to  be  obtained  by  the  A.D.M.S.  and  forwarded 
to  Headquarters,  Ottawa,  at  least  three  weeks  before  the  expiration 
of  the  period  of  sanatorium  treatment  originally  recommended,  in 
order  that  any  recommendation  for  continued  treatment  may  be  con- 
sidered. 

5.  It  is  not  obligatory  that  Officers  and  those  of  all  ranks  recom- 
mended for  sanatorium  treatment  avail  themselves  of  that  treat- 
ment, but  each  Officer  or  man  who  refuses  to  accept  this  treatment 
must  sign  a  certificate  to  the  effect  that  he  did  not  wish  to  avail  him- 
self of  sanatorium  treatment,  and  this  certificate  when  signed  is  to  be 
attached  to  his  Medical  Board  proceedings  and  forwarded  along  with 
the  same. 

6.  Officers  who  refuse  to  avail  themselves  of  sanatorium  treatment 
may  have  their  pay  and  allowance  continued  for  the  period  recom- 
mended by  the  Medical  Board,  provided  that  they  satisfy  the  A.  D.  M.

munitions  or  goods,  on  or  in  connexion  with  which  a  guard  or  sen- 
try is  placed,  no  person  shall  at  any  time  give  or  sell  any  intoxicating 
liquor  to  a  member  of  such  forces,  or  of  the  Militia,  with  intent  to 
make  him  drunk;  nor  shall  any  person,  either  with  or  without  such 
last  mentioned  intent,  give  or  sell  intoxicating  liquor  to  any  such 
member  when  he  is  on  guard,  sentry  or  other  military  duty."

tion of  soldiers; 
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AND  WHEREAS,  owing  to  the  inconvenience  and  the  expense  of 
having  enlistments  of  the  Canadian  Overseas  Expeditionary  Force 
attested  by  Provincial  Justices  of  the  Peace,  it  is  desirable  that  cer- 
tian  military  officers  shall  be  authorized  to  attest  soldiers  for  that 
force ; 

THEREFORE,  His  Royal  Highness  the  Governor-General  in 
council,  in  pursuance  of  the  power  conferred  as  aforesaid,  is  pleased 
to  authorize  and  doth  hereby  authorize  that  soldiers  enlisted  in  pur- 
suance of  that  part  of  the  Army  Act  which  relates  to  enlistment  may 
be  attested  by  any  officer  appointed  to  command  a  battalion  or  other 
similar  unit  of  the  Canadian  Overseas  Expeditionary  Force,  pro- 
vided he,  at  the  time,  holds  a  rank  not  lower  than  that  of  Field 
Officer  in  the  Canadian  Militia.

PAY,  ALLOWANCES  AND  PENSIONS,  INSANE  SOLDIERS. 

The  following  regulations  have  been  approved  in  regard  to  the 
Pay,  Allowances  and  Pensions  of  insane  soldiers : — 

Insane  soldiers  will  be  'sent  to  their  respective  Provincial  Asylums 
for  care  and  treatment.  The  charges  made  by  the  institutions  for  the 
care  and  treatment  of  such  patients  will  be  paid  by  the  Government 
so  long  as  the  patients  are  kept  at  these  Institutions,  and  as  regards 
Pay,  Allowances  and  Pensions  to  such  soldiers,  and  their  dependents, 
the  following  procedure  will  be  followed. 

(a)   Unmarried  Soldiers  without  Dependents. 

No  Pay  Allowances  or  Pension  will  be  granted  if  it  is  a  case  of 
permanent  insanity;  if  it  is  a  case  of  temporary  insanity,  pay  of 
rank  will  be  allowed  the  soldier  while  cared  for  in  such  institution, 
but  same  will  not  be  paid  him  until  he  is  discharged  therefrom.

If  it  is  a 
temporary  case  only,  balance  of  pay  will  be  issued  the  soldier  on 
discharge.  If,  however,  the  case  is  considered  incurable,  the  soldier 
will  be  detained  at  the  asylum,  but  will  be  discharged  from  the 
Force,  and  balance  of  pay  due  him  will  be  paid  his  wife  or  mother, 
as  the  case  may  be,  and  the  claims  of  these  latter  for  pension  will 
be  considered  as  if  the  soldier  were  dead.

SPECIAL   CASES:   HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION  FOR. 

If  the  present  arrangements  do  not  afford  invalid  soldiers  the 
benefit'  of  the  best  progress  and  aid  and  special  accommodation,  steps 
should  be  taken  to  institute  improvements  in  these  respects  with  the 
least  possible  delay.  There  are  certain  orders  of  cases  which  do  not 
respond  to  ordinary  Medical  and  Surgical  treatment.  These  may  hf 
roughly  grouped  as  follows: — 

1.  Nervous  diseases. 

2.  Cases  requiring  special  surgical  attention  (Orthopaedic, 

etc.) 

3.  Cases  requiring  Massage  or  Electrical  treatment. 

4.  Cases  unsuited  for  treatment  in  Convalescent  Homes  or 
Hospitals,  with  great  impairment  of  earning  powers  in 
consequence  of  disease,  or  aggravation  of  previously  ex- 
isting disease  not  in  any  way  attributable  to  service,  and 
likely  to  become  objects  of  charity  {e.g.  Chronic  Ven- 
ereal Diseases). 

A  report  is  requested  upon: — 

1.  The  accommodation  available  in  your  District  or  Division  for 
special  eases  as  above. 
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2.  The  professional  aid,  Military  or  Civilian,  available  for  carry- 
ing out  special  treatment  in  your  Division  or  District. 

3.  Any  recommendation  or  suggestions  for  the  improvement  of 
the  Medical  Service  in  dealing  with  these  orders  of  cases.

Officers  proceeding  to  Canada  from  abroad  for  a  period  exceeding 
one  month  will  obtain  from  the  Chief  Paymaster  in  England  a  last 
pay  certificate  in  duplicate.  Immediately  on  arrival  in  Canada,  they 
will .  transmit  the  two  copies  to  the  Assistant  Paymaster  General, 
Militia  Headquarters,  Ottawa,  from  where  pay  will  be  issued  monthly 
up  to  date  of  expiration  of  leave  as  shown  on  last  pay  certificate.  One 
copy  of  the  last  pay  certificate  bearing  the  information  as  to  what 
payments  were  made  in  Canada  will  be  returned  to  them,  together  with 
the  last  cheques  issued.  This  last  pay  certificate  they  will  transmit  to 
the  Chief  Paymaster,  Canadian  Expeditionary  Force,  on  arrival  in 
England. 

To  obviate  any  delays  or  complications,  officers  are  to  be  careful  to 
see  that  when  transmitting  last  pay  certificates  to  the  Assistant  Pay- 
master General,  they  state  clearly  where  they  want  their  cheques 
sent.  They  will  also  state  the  date  on  which  they  intend  to  leave, 
in  order  that  the  last  cheque,  with  the  last  pay  certificate,  be  sent  in 
sufficient  time  to  reach  them  before  they  return  overseas.

ABSENCE  WITHOUT  LEAVE  FROM  UNITS  ON  ACTIVE 

SERVICE. 

1.  Every  man  of  the  active  Militia  of  Canada,  who,  without  the 
leave  of  his  Commanding  Ofiicer,  absents  himself  from  his   Corps 
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while  it  is  on  active  service,  and  every  soldier  with  the  Canadian 
Overseas  Expeditionary  Force  who  absents  himself  from  his  Unit 
without  the  consent  of  his  Commanding  Officer,  is  guilty  of  an  oifence 
under  the  Criminal  Code,  and  on  summary  conviction  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Part  16  of  the  Code,  is  liable  to  imprisonment  with  or  with- 
out hard  labour,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  two  years. 

2.  Production  of  an  attestation  paper  purporting  to  be  signed  by 
the  accused  and  attested  by  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  or  by  an  Officer 
appointed  to  command  a  Battalion  or  other  similar  unit  of  the  Cana- 
dian Overseas  Expeditionary  Force,  and  purporting  to  be  an  engage- 
ment by  the  accused  to  serve  in  the  Corps  or  the  Unit  from  which  he 
is  charged  with  being  absent,  shall  be  sufficient  proof  that  the  accused 
was  duly  enlisted  into  such  Corps  or  Unit,  and  evidence  that  the 
accused  was  in  Canada  at  the  time  of  his  surrender  or  apprehension 
and  a  written  statement  purporting  to  be  signed  by  the  Adjutant- 
General  of  Militia,  or  by  an  Assistant  Adjutant-General  that  the  unit 
to  which  the  accused  was  posted  or  belonged  has  departed  from 
Canada  for  overseas  service  shall  be  prima  facie  proof  that  the  ac- 
cused is  an  absentee  without  leave  from  such  corps  or  unit,  and  shall 
be  sufficient  to  east  upon  the  accused  the  onus  of  proving  that  his 
absence  from  the  Corps  or  Unit  was  not  illegal. 

3.  Nothing  herein  shall  in  any  way  limit  or  affect  the  power  of  the 
Military  Authorities  to  proceed  against  and  punish  an  absentee  with- 
out leave  according  to  the  rules  of  military  law,  but  an  accused  person 
shall  not  be  liable  to  be  tried  both  by  a  Military  Tribunal  and  by  a 
Civil  Court,  but  may  be  tried  by  either  of  them  as  may  be  prescribed. 

4.  The  Military  Pay  and  Allowances  of  every  one  who  has  been 
convicted  of  absence  without  leave  from  his  Corps  or  from  the  Unit 
to  which  he  belongs  shall  be  held  liable  to  be  stopped  to  make  good 
any  loss  or  damage  or  destruction  done  or  permitted  by  him  to  any 
arms,  ammunition,  equipment,  clothing,  instruments  or  regimental 
necessaries  the  value  of  which  the  Minister  of  Militia  and  Defence 
has  directed  him  to  pay.

4.  Correspondence  in  regard  to  Pension  and  Claims  cases  will  be 
regarded  as  urgent. 

5.  A  monthly  return  in  triplicate  is  to  be  prepared  and  forwarded 
giving  the  names  of  those  invalid  soldiers  who  have  been  given  per- 
mission to  remain  at  their  own  homes  during  the  period  of  estimated 
disability,  these  returns  to  accompany  the  other  monthly  return

DOMINION     LANDS  —  SOLDIERS'     HOMESTEADS  —  RESI-

With  reference  to  Sections  22  and  23  of  the  Dominion  Lands  Act 
and  the  several  Orders  in  Council  made  in  pursuance  of  the  same, 
the  following  summary  of  the  law  and  the  regulations  on  this  subject 
is  now,  through  the  kindness  of  the  Honourable  the  Minister  of 
the  Interior,  published  for  the  information  of  all  concerned: 
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"(1)  A  volunteer,  in  possession  of  a  homestead  at  the  time  of  his 
enlistment,  is  allowed  to  count  the  time  spent  on  active  service  as 
residence  upon  the  homestead.  Moreover,  during  his  absence  his  entry 
is  protected  from  cancellation. 

"(2)  A  volunteer  in  possession  of  a  homestead,  who,  while  on 
active  service,  receives  wounds  which  result  in  disability  and  incap- 
acitate him  from  the  fulfilment  of  homestead  duties,  may  be  granted 
exemption  from  such  duties,  and  the  Minister  (of  the  Interior)  may 
at  his  discretion,  forthwith  issue  Letters  Patent  in  his  favour. 

"^'The  scope  of  the  Act  in  the  foregoing  particulars,  has  been 
enlarged  to  embrace  those  volunteers  who  may,  subsequent  to  the 
date  of  enlistment,  enter  for  a  homestead  of  Dominion  Lands.  By 
the  operation  of  the  new  regulation,  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  is 
empowered  to  consider  the  latter  class  of  soldier  settlers  in  the  same 
way  as  the  Act  provides  for  the  bona  fide  settler,  who  on  the  outbreak 
of  hostilities  enlisted  for  active  service."

(2)  If  duty  on  which  they  are  to  be  employed  is  not  considered 
likely  to  aggravate  the  disability  which  renders  them  unfit 
for  Overseas  service. 

(3)  If  the  disability  is  not  Epilepsy,  Insanity,  or  Tuberculosis. 
Where  a  standing  Medical  Board  is  available  each  man  of  this 

class  will  appear  before  that  board  before  being  placed  on  duty  in 

Canada,  and  the  board  will  afford  a  medical  certificate  to  the  effect : —

APPROVAL  OF  MEDICAL  BOARDS  AND  DISCHARGE  OF

4.  Age  limit  to  be  48  years,  provided  the  man  is  specially  quali- 
fied, as  a  millwright,  saw  filer,  etc.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  IN  TROOPS  PROCEEDING  TO 
ENGLAND :  SPECIAL  MEDICAL  INSPECTION  PRIOR  TO 
EMBARKATION:  RESPONSIBILITY  OF  OFFICER  COM- 
MANDING. 

In  the  months  of  April  and  May  there  were  as  many  as  287  cases 
of  infectious  disease  (namely,  measles,  German  measles,  mumps  and 
diphtheria)   among  such  troops. 

Every  effort  is  to  be  made  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  this  situa- 
tion. District  O's  C,  camp  commandants,  and  medical  officers  con- 
cerned will  see  that  warrant  officers,  N.C.Os.  and  men  under  orders 
to  proceed,  are  medically  examined  as  near  to  the  date  of  embarkation 
as  possible,  with  special  reference  to  detection,  prevention  and  arrest 
of  dissemination  of  infectious  disease.  Os.C.  drafts  and  units  will 
be  responsible  for  seeing  that  every  opportunity  is  given  for  such 
special  medical  inspection.  They  will  forward  to  the  O.C.  the  mili- 
tary district  concerned  (or  to  the  camp  commandant  if  the  troops  are 
in  camp)  a  certificate  to  the  effect  that  such  medical  inspection  has 
been  carried  out  prior  to  the  departure  of  the  troops  concerned.

VISION  OF  RECRUITS :  REVISED  STANDARDS. 

The  requirements  laid  down  in  Circular  Letter  H.Q.  593-1-23,  of 
19th  November,  1915,  have  been  revised,  and  the  following  standards 
adopted:  — 

(1)  If  a  recruit  can  read  D=80  at  twenty  feet  or  better,  with  each 
eye  without  glasses,  he  will  be  considered  "fit." 

(2)  If  he  can  read  D=80  at  twenty  feet  with  the  right  eye  without 
glasses,  and  not  less  than  D=200  at  twenty  feet  with  the  left  eye 
without  glasses,  he  wiU  be  considered  "fit." 

(3)  If  he  can  read  D=200  at  twenty  feet  with  the  right  eye  with- 
out glasses,  and  not  less  than  D=80  with  the  left  eye  at  the  same 
distance  without  glasses,  he  will  be  considered  "  fit "  for  enlistment 
in  the  Canadian  Army  Service  Corps,  Canadian  Army  Medical  Corps, 
Canadian  Ordnance  Corps,  or  Forestry  Battalions,  or  as  driver  in  the 
Canadian  Artillery,  or  Canadian  Engineers. 
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Those  rejected  under  the  old  standard  for  defective  vision,  should 
be  encouraged  to  present  themselves  for  re-examination  and  possible 
enlistment  under  these  reduced  standards.

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  TROOPS  AND  REPORTS 
TO  BE  RENDERED  REGARDING  SAME. 

G.  0.  C.  Canadians  in  letter  H.  36-3-16  of  12th  July,  1916,  calls 
attention  to  the  '  unfits '  among  the  troops  sent  overseas. 

(1)  The  large  number  of  men  over  age. 

(2)  The  physically  unfit  who  should  have  been  detected  without 
difficulty  prior  to  embarkation  on  account  of  hernia,  heart  disease,  &c. 

(3)  Those  suffering  from  venereal  disease  at  the  time  of  leaving 
Canada. 

(4)  Those  developing  infectious  disease  en  route. 

1.  It  is  requested  that  the  physical  and  medical  examinations  of 
soldiers  in  Mobilization  Camps,  Billets,  Camps  of  Instruction,  etc., 
be  given  very  special  and  immediate  attention,  as  these  are  quite 
as  important  as  the  medical  examination  of  the  recruits.  These 
examinations  of  troops  must  be  held  frequently  and  regularly. 

2.  The  following  points  are  to  be  observed : — 

As  soon  as  possible  after  mobilization  all  troops  will  be  subjected 
to  a  thorough  medical  examiuation  by  the  M.  0.  of  each  unit  con- 
cerned, with  these  objects  in  view: — 
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(a)  Discovery  of  any  physical  or  mental  defects,  disease  or  disabili- 
ties which  may  have  been  overlooked  in  examination  of  the  recruits. 

(b)  Detection  of  any  disease  which  may  have  supervened  since 
enlistment. 

(c)  Determination  that  the  soldier  is  not  under  or  over  the  age 
limit  as  laid  down  in  previous  instructions. 

N.B. — The  statement  of  a  recruit  as  to  his  age  is  not  always  to  be 
accepted  without  question.  The  examining  Medical  Officer  must  be 
guided  in  his  decision  by  the  '  apparent '  rather  than  the  '  stated ' 
age.  If  by  the  state  of  his  arteries  or  eyes  (arcus  senilis)  the  recruit 
is  evidently  past  the  age  limit,  even  though  his  actual  age,  by  years, 
is  within  the  limit,  he  should  be  rejected. 

3.  A  report  of  such  examination  together  with  a  nominal  roll  of 
the  unfits  will  be  furnished  by  the  Medical  Officer  to  the  A.D.M.S. 
of  the  District  or  Camp,  who  will  take  the  necessary  actions. 

4.  In  the  preliminary  examination  the  '  Rules  for  Examination  of 
Kecruits,  1916 '  and  Notes  on  Examination  of  Recruits  for  Special 
Service  will  be  taken  into  consideration  and  decision  made 
accordingly. 

5.  A  weekly  examination  of  all  units  is  to  be  made  for  the  purpose 
of  discovering  venereal,  contagious  or  parasitic  diseases,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  controlling  the  same. 

6.  The  importance  of  thoroughness  is  to  be  impressed  upon  regi- 
mental and  examining  Medical  Officers. 

7.  For  medical  examination  men  are  to  be  stripped  and  particular 
attention  is  to  be  paid  to  the  detection  of  the  following : — 

(1)  Skin  parasites,  body  or  head  lice,  itch  mites,  etc. 

(2)  Rashes  of  infectious  diseases  of  the  exanthematous  type — 
measles,  scarlet  fever,  chickenpox,  etc. 

(3)  Venereal  diseases.  Eor  this  there  should  be  routine  retraction 
of  the  foreskin. 

8.  A  weekly  venereal  and  contagious  disease  report  is  to  be  furn- 
ished by  the  examining  medical  officer  to  the  A.D.M.S.  showing  the 
number  and  character  of  those  discharged,  together  with  a  nominal 
roll  of  the  same. 

9.  Numerical  summaries  of  these  weekly  reports  will  be  forwarded 
monthly  by  the  A.D.M.S.  to  the  O.C.  of  the  military  districts  con- 
cerned for  transmission  to  the  secretary  Militia  Council. 

10.  As  near  the  date  of  embarkation  as  possible,  a  careful  medical 
inspection  is  to  be  made  of  all  ranks  of  overseas  service.  Arrange- 
ments for  this  final  examination  are  to  be  made  by  the  A.D.M.S.  of 
the  district  or  camp  concerned. 

11.  Officers  commanding  units  or  drafts  will  be  responsible  that 
every  opportunity  is  given  for  the  above  medical  inspection.     They 
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will  prepare  a  certificate  in  triplicate  to  the  effect  that  an  inspection 
has  been  carried  out  prior  to  departure  of  the  trooi)8  concerned.  The 
three  copies  will  be  disposed  of  as  follows : — 

I.  One  copy  to  be  retained  by  the  O.C.  the  unit  or  draft,  to  be 
produced  for  the  information  of  the  overseas  authorities  upon  arrival 
at  deytination. 

II.  The  other  two  copies  to  be  forwarded  to  the  0.0.  military  dis- 
trict or  camp  commandant:  one  to  be  forwarded  by  him  to  the  secre- 
tary Militia  Council,  the  other  to  be  retained  in  the  headquarters 
office. 

These  certicates  will  be  signed  by  the  O.C.  the  unit  or  draft,  and 
by  the  examining  medical  officer. 

12.  The  strictest  attention  must  be  paid  to  the  above  instructions 
to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  the  serious  situation  reported  by  the 
overseas  authorities.

"The  examining  medical  officer  will  furnish  the  A.D.M.S.  of  the 
district  or  camp  weekly  with  a  venereal  disease  report  and  a  con- 
tagious disease  report  showing  the  number  and  character  of  the  cases 
discovered  in  the  unit  during  the  week,  together  with  a  nominal  roll 
of  such  cases."  (Report  forms  referred  to  in  the  above  letter  are 
attached  to  the  original  circular  letter,  which  see.) 

2.  Reports  are  further  requested  (1)  from  individual  districts  and 
camps  concerning  cases  of  infection  and  venereal  disease  occurring  in 
units  prior  to  the  embarkation  of  the  same,  and  (2)  regarding  the 
steps  taken  in  connexion  with  the  isolation  of  contacts  and  preven- 
tion of  the  spread  of  infectious  disease  among  troops  proceeding  from 
each  district  or  camp  between  1st  April  and  15th  July,  1916.

BATHING  OF  TROOPS. 

At  least  one  bath  weekly  is  requisite. 

At  summer  camps  where  there  are  the  proper  facilities  swimming 
will  be  encouraged,  and,  if  circumstances  allow,  they  should  be  taken 
advantage  of  daily. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  swimming  alone  is  not  sufficiently  cleansing. 
Where  in  place  of  warm  bath  or  shower  bath  swinuning  is  permitted, 
there  soap  is  to  be  used  also. 

The  cold  shower  is  the  most  useful  form  of  bath  for  soldiers,  and 
where  the  warm  shower  is  available,  it  is  "to  be  followed  by  the  cold 
shower. 

After  any  form  of  bath  brisk  rubbing  is  necessary  to  restore  a 
good  circulation,  and  promote  the  general  health. 

A  bath  of  any  order  should  not  be  taken  sooner  than  two  hours 
after  a  meal.     It  should  be  taken  preferably  in  the  morning  hours.

INOCULATIONS  AND  VACCINATION :  RECOKDS  IN  PAY 

BOOKS. 

1.  In  future  Medical  Officers  appointed  to  Units  or  Drafts  of  troops 
will  fill  in  the  record  of  Smallpox  Vaccinations  and  Antityphoid 
inoculations  in  the  pay  book  of  each  member  of  their  respective 
Units  or  Drafts  while  on  shipboard  before  disembarking  in  England. 

It  is  understood  that  the  pay  books  are  not  distributed  until  troops 
are  on  board  ship. 

2.  Medical  Officers  will  state  definitely  the  character  of  the  vac- 
cines used  (three  doses  of  the  mixed  vaccine  are  required)  the  dates 
of  inoculation  and  the  number  of  doses  given. 

Thus— 

Date.  Vaccine.       Initials  of  M.O. 


3.  The  Medical  Officer  will  place  his  initials  opposite  the  dose  or 
doses  only  which  have  actually  been  given.  The  uninitialled  num- 
bers will  indicate  the  doses  still  required. 

4.  In  any  case  in  which  it  is  impossible  to  complete  the  vaccinat- 
ion and  inoculation  records  before  disembarkation,  a  report  to  this 
effect  will  be  forwarded  upon  arrival  to  the  A.D.M.S.  of  the  Camp 
or  District  to  which  the  troops  are  sent.

It  is  now  notified  that  these  instructions  are  modified  as  follows, 
and  that,  as  modified,  they  will  be  strictly  enforced: — 

Any  unit  authorized  for  overseas  service  may  incur  expenditure 
for  small  items  of  printing  and  advertising  (for  instance,  the  calling 
of  a  recruiting  meeting),  without  previously  obtaining  authority 
therefor,  to  a  total  amount  not  exceeding  $50,  which  claims  will 
be  paid  on  presentation  as  a  charge  against  the  public,  subject  to 
rates  and  conditions  of  King's  Printer.  Claims  for  expenditure  for 
printing  and  advertising  exceeding  $60,  incurred  by  any  one  unit, 
will  not  be  paid  for,  and  Officers  Commanding  Districts  and  other 
Officers  concerned  will,  therefore,  not  forward  such  claims  to  Head- 
quarters. 

Any  unit  having  already  incurred  expenditure  to  the  amount  of 
$50  will  not  be  allowed  except  under  authority  first  obtained  to 
incur  further  expenditure  as  a  charge  against  the  public,  or  if  an 
amount  less  than  $50  has  already  been  incurred,  the  difference 
only  between  it  and  $50  will  be  paid.

DISTINCTIONS  IN  DKESS  FOE  OmCEES  AND  SOLDIERS 
WHO  HAVE  BEEN  WOUNDED. 

The  following  distinctions  in  dress  will  be  worn  on  the  service 
dress  jacket  by  all  officers  and  soldiers  who  have  been  wounded  iu 
any  6f  the  campaigns  since  the  4th  of  August,  1914: — 

"Strips  of  gold  Russia  braid.  No.  1,  two  inches  in  length  sewn 
perpendicularly  on  the  left  sleeve  of  the  jacket  to  mark  each  occasion 
on  which  wounded." 

In  the  case  of  officers,  the  lower  end  of  the  first  strip  of  gold 
braid  will  be  immediately  above  the  upper  point  of  the  flap  on  cuff. 
Warrant  officers,  non-commissioned  officers  and  men  will  wear  the 
gold  braid  on  the  left  sleeve,  the  lower  edge  of  the  braid  to  be  three 
inches  from  the  bottom  of  the  sleeve.  The  additional  strips  of  gold 
braid,  marking  each  subsequent  occasion  on  which  wounded,  will 
be  placed  on  either  side  of  the  original  one  at  half-inch  interval. 

"Gold  braid  will  be  obtained  free  on  indent  from  the  Canadian 
Ordnance  Corps;  the  sewing  on  will  be  carried  out  regimentally 
without  expense  to  the  public."

MEDICAL    SERVICES    IN    CONNEXION    WITH 
RECRUITING. 

A  copy  of  recommendations  made  and  approved  by  the  Militia 
Council  in  regard  to  the  Medical  Services  in  connexion  with  recruit- 
ing is  forwarded. 

These,  in  part,  read  as  follows: — 

2.  A  preliminary  medical  examination  only  should  be  made  by 
the  local  examiner,  who  may  be  an  officer  of  the  A.M.C.  or  a  civilian 
practitioner    properly    appointed.     (The    Recruiting    Officer    should 
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satisfy  himself  that    the    Medical    Examiner    has    received    proper 
instructions.) 

3.  As  soon  as  a  recruit  is  passed  as  fit  at  this  preliminary  medical 
examination,  he  should  be  sent  to  the  nearest  "  Mobilization  Centre  " 
to  appear  before  the  Medical  Examination  Board.  If  he  passes  this 
second  examination  as  '*  fit "  he  will  be  sent  to  the  Headquarters 
of  the  Overseas  Unit  for  which  he  was  recruited.  No  equipment  or 
clothing  will  be  provided  until  he  reports  to  his  Unit. 

4.  In  the  case  of  men  rejected  by  the  Medical  Board  the  necessary 
transport  to  and  from  the  "  Mobilization  Centre "  with  pay  and 
allowances  at  overseas  rates  for  the  number  of  days  lost,  should  be 
granted. 

5.  A  certificate  of  each  rejection  will  be  prepared  by  the  Medical 
Board;  this  certificate  is  to  be  signed  by  the  rejected  applicant,  the 
O.C.  Mobilization  Centre,  and  the  President  of  the  Medical  Board. 
The  form  of  certificate  will  be  similar  to  that  for  Deserters  (M.F.B., 
356,  2  series :  See  Appendix  No.  I.) 

It  is  recommended  that  these  certificates  be  photographed  and 
sent  to  other  Mobilization  Centres  to  prevent  future  attempts  at 
enlistment  of  men  previously  declared  medically  unfit.) 

6.  A  weekly  return  of  unfits  will  be  compiled  at  the  Mobilization 
Centres  on  a  form  similar  to  M.F.B.  238,  and  copies  will  be  dis- 
tributed to  those  concerned — to  the  O.C.  Military  District,  the 
Record  Officer,  and  all  other  Mobilization  Centres. 

7.  As  soon  as  a  recruit  who  has  been  passed  by  the  Medical 
Board  reports  to  his  Unit,  the  Medical  Ofiicer  of  that  Unit  will  make 
a  careful  medical  examination  of  him,  and  if  he  has  any  objection 
to  the  decision  of  the  Medical  Board,  he  will  immediately  report  to 
the  O.  C.  the  Unit  requesting  a  re-consideration  of  the  case  before 
any  additional  expense  to  the  public  is  incurred. 

8.  A  recruit  who  is  passed  as  "  fit "  should  report  as  soon  as 
possible  to  the  Headquarters  of  his  Unit. 

9.  When  permission  is  given  to  recruit  over  wide  areas,  prospec- 
tive recruits  must  in  all  cases  be  sent  to  the  nearest  Mobilization 
Centre  for  examination  by  the  Medical  Board. 

10.  The  staff  of  a  Mobilization  Centre  will  be  as  follows: — 

(a)  A  competent  officer  in  charge  with  the  requisite  subordinate 
staff. 

(6)  A  Medical  Board  composed  of  three  members,  together  with 
an  eye  and  ear  specialist  who  will  be  employed  at  the  pay  of  his 
rank,  or  at  a  special  rate  of  pay,  whichever  is  the  more  economical; 
the  Medical  Staff  to  be  increased  as  necessary  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  Centre.

(c)  Suitable  quarters  for  medical  examination,  and  all  necessary 
technical  medical  equipment  will  be  furnished. 

11.  District  Arrangements. — Military  Districts  will  be  so  divided 
into  areas  that  Mobilization  Centres  will  be  as  few  as  possible  with 
due  regard  to  convenience  and  efficiency. 

It  is  requested  that  information  be  forwarded  without  delay  as 
to  whether  arrangements  can  be  made  to  carry  out  this  scheme.

VENEREAL  DISEASE— PROPHYLAXIS  AMONGST  TROOPS. 

While  it  is  realized  that  Chaplains,  Medical  Officers  and  Com- 
manding Officers  have  done  all  in  their  pow  er  to  bring  to  the  attention 
of  troops  the  damage,  mental,  moral  and  physical,  of  promiscuous 
sexual  intercourse,  there  is  always  a  certain  proportion  of  men  in 
whom  no  moral  influence,  no  medical  instruction,  and  no  sense  of 
personal  danger  will  act  as  a  deterrent. 

It  is  for  this  class  that  the  following  prophylactic  measures  must 
be  instituted: — 

(1)  O's  C.  Units  will  be  held  responsible  that  all  ranks  are  fre- 
quently warned  of  the  danger  to  themselves,  and  of  the  possible 
disastrous  effects  of  these  diseases  to  their  progeny  for  generations 
afterwards. 

(2)  Those  who  in  spite  of  these  warnings  expose  themselves  to 
infection  will  be  required  to  report  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  their 
Unit  immediately  upon  their  return  to  Camp  in  order  that  preventive 
treatment  may  be  administered  at  once  by  trained  hands. 

It  is  not  expected  that  the  Medical  Officer  will  give  such  treat- 
ment personally,  but  that  he  will  have  an  orderly  trained  for  this 
purpose.  The  orderly  will  be  instructed  to  keep  a  nominal  roll  of 
cases  treated. 

(3)  Medical  Officers  must  hold  weekly  inspections  for  the  detection 
of  venereal  disease,  and  all  soldiers  who  are  foiind  to  have  developed 
disease,  but  who  have  not  reported  for  preventive  treatment  will  be 
punished  for  disobedience  of  orders. 
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(4)  The  details  of  any  system  for  the  prevention  of  such  disease 
will  be  left  to  the  discretion'  of  the  Medical  Officer  concerned.  A 
system  is  suggested  as  satisfactory  and  reasonably  safe.  (Consult 
Circular  letter.) 

It  must  be  impressed  upon  men  that  any  method  of  guarding 
against  these  diseases  after  exposure,  to  be  successful  must  be  used 
within  eight  hours  after  exposure.

REFUND  OF  PASSAGE  MONEY  TO  CANDIDATES  FOR 
COMMISSIONS  IN  THE  IMPERIAL  ARMY. 

In  the  past  refunds  have  been  made  to  the  Candidates  for  com- 
missions in  the  Imperial  Army,  who  have  proceeded  to  the  United 
Kingdom  at  their  own  expense,  and  "who  were  possessed  of  special 
military  and  other  qualifications. 

It  is  now  notified  by  the  Imperial  War  Office  that  candidates  for 
commissions  in  the  Imperial  Army,  except  the  Royal  Army  Medical 
Corps,  the  Army  Veterinary  Corps  and  certain  branches  af  the  Royal 
Engineers,  must  pass  through  the  ranks  of  a  Cadet  unit,  and  further, 
that  no  refunds  will  be  considered  in  the  case  of  any  candidate  who 
passes  through  a  Cadet  unit  embarking  after  September  30,  1916. 

Cases  of  candidates  with  special  military  qualifications  and  embark- 
ing on,  or  before,  that  date  will  be  considered  on  their  merits,  but  no 
guarantee  of  refunds  can  be  given  beforehand,  and,  to  candidates 
passing  through  Cadet  units  any  refund  that  may  be  granted  will 
not  exceed  the  cost  of  a  Government  second  class  passage. 

In  no  case  will  refund  of  passage  be  granted  to  those  who  are 
not  given  commissions,  and  candidates  should  communicate  with 
Militia  Headquarters,  Ottawa,  before  proceeding  overseas.

PHYSICAL  STANDAEDS  FOR  RECRUITS:    REJECTION  OF 
PHYSICALLY  UNFIT. 

Copies  are  to  be  made  of  the  memorandum,  enclosed,  of  the 
A.D.G.M.S.,  and  are  to  be  forwarded  to  each  medical  officer  and 
civilian  medical  practitioner  examining  recruits  in  the  various  dis- 
tricts. • 

The  memorandum  deals  with  the  professional  aspect  of  acceptance 
as  recruits  of  those  not  physically  fit : 

"All  who  are  carrying  out  this  duty  should  be  impressed  with  the 
serious  responsibility  which  they  assume  when  recruits  for  overseas 
service  are  passed  as  fit." 

A  recruit's  acceptance  for  overseas  service  depends  primarily  on 
a  medical  certificate  of  fitness:  it  is  essential  that  no  other  than 
medical  considerations  should  influence  the  medical  examiner  in 
making  his  decision. 

A  man  is  either  "fit"  or  "unfit"  in  accordance  with  the  regulations, 
and  no  special  employment,  except  as  laid  down  in  the  regulations, 
should  be  permitted  to  modify  the  decision. 

The  anxiety  to  secure  recruits  may  have  influenced  medical  ex- 
aminers, in  some  instances,  to  relax  the  standards,  but  such  relaxa- 
tion is  eventually  productive  of  serious  results. 

The  certificate  of  a  medical  examiner  is  given  as  a  professional 
opinion,  and  is  respected  and  accepted  as  such  by  the  Department  of 
Militia.     Examiners  should   bear    in    mind  that  their  decisions  are 
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taken  in  good  faith,  and  upon  their  certificates  is  based  the  expendit- 
ure of  public  funds  necessary  in  the  training  and  maintenance  of  a 
soldier  of  the  Expeditionary  Force.

HOSPITAL  EECORDS. 

1.  Case  history  sheets  and  clinical  charts  are  to  be  made  out  in 
every  case,  and  to  be  placed  on  file  for  reference  when  required. 

2.  A  card  index  system  is  to  be  used  in  every  military  hospital. 
Where  such  is  not  already  installed  and  can  be  obtained  locally,  a 
service  requisition  is  to  be  forwarded  for  approval  re  purchase. 

3.  Most  large  civil  hospitals  have  card  index  systems  which,  where 
possible,  should  be  utilized  in  keeping  the  medical  records  of  milit- 
ary patients  in  these  institutions.

ANTI-TYPHOID  INOCULATIONS. 

1.  Officers  commanding^  Districts  and  Camps  are  asked  to  draw  the 
attention  of  all  concerned  to  this  important  matter.  The  efficacy  of 
this  method  of  protection  against  typhoid  (enteric)  fever  has  been 
proved  in  the  present  war.

CARE  AND  PRESERVATION  OF  MILITARY  INSTRUMENTS. 

Binoculars,  Telescopes  or  other  delicate  instruments  of  like  nature 
issued  to  troops  shall,  under  no  circumstances,  be  taken  apart  or 
tampered  with  by  any  persons  other  than  those  holding  a  certificate 
to  the  effect  that  they  are  competent  to  do  so. 

These  instruments  should  be  frequently  tested  to  see  if  they  are 
in  good  order.
